Prefer To See Cuba Suffer Rather

Washington, June 27.—(Special.)—The 
democrats of the house placed themselves 
on record tonight as being opposed to the 
adjournment of this session of congress 
until after striking at the 
trusts are enacted.

spect harmonious. After some ‘discussion 
of different live issues ringing resolutions 
condemnatory of republican pretence In 
the attitude of.that party toward trusts, 
particularly as revealed in the failure to 
grant relief to Cuba for fear of hitting 
the sugar trust, were adopted. The anti- 
drust platitudes of republican platforms 
and the messages of the republican presi- 
@ent were sharply contrasted with the 
failure of the party 
branches of the government to act 
‘with its promises. 
Ringing Resolutions. 
The resolutions adopted follow: 


‘Resolved 1. That we condemn the 
republican majority in congress for their 
failure to pass a measure providing reci- 
procity with Cuba. 

“The bill which passed the house of rep- 
resentatives was heartily supported by 
the democratic majority after the pro- 
tection to the sugar trust had been re- 
moved by the solid democratic vote aided 
by a small. minority of the repubiican 
members. As it passed the house the bill 
carried relief to Cuba, reduced the price 
of sugar to American consumers and 
etruck a heavy blow at the notorious and 
obnoxious sugar trust. The refusal of the 
republican senators to consider this meas- 
ure unless the protection to the sugar 
trust should be restored gives evidence 
that the president and republican party 
in congress are willing to refuse relief 
to Cuba and totally ignore American con- 
Bumers rather than abandon their alli- 
@nce with the trusts. 

Republicans and Cuba. 

“The failure of all reciprocity legisla- 
tion with Cuba rests upon the republican 
administration, which is willing to reduce 
the duty on the raw sugar of our pro- 
ducers, but unwilling to destroy the sugar 
monopoly. 

‘2. That. the republican majority § in 
congress is dominated and controlled by 
‘ the trusts and monopolies which have the 
great industries of our country in their 
grasp, is shown by its action in passing 
an anti-trust bill through the house of 
representatives in the fiftieth congress 
in the closing hours of the session, the 
Benate refusing to consider the same, as 
@ subterfuge to tide over the election of 
1900. That bill has been abandoned and 
they have ever since refused, and do now 
refuse and fail, to bring in any measure 
to suppress the trusts or to favorably re- 
port any of the numerous anti-trust bills 
introduced by democratic members dur- 
ing this congress. 

Amend Anti-Trust Law. 

“3. That we favor the immediate pass- 
ege of a measure to amend present 
anti-trust law so as to more fully protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies, and also a meas- 
ure to reduce the duties on al! articles and 
commodities manufactured and controlled 
or produced in the United States by a 
trust or trusts, so as to destroy such 
illegal combinations, and to reduce the 
rate of duty on any article or commodity 
manufactured in the United States and 
eold in a foreign country more cheaply 
than in the United States. 

“4. We oppose the adjournment of con- 
gress until the measures mentioned above 
have been enacted into law.” 

The caucus lasted only an hour and was 
devoted to a discussion of the terms of 
the foregoing resolution, which was 
drawn by Representative Jackson, of 
Kansas, and presented by Representative 
Griggs, of Georgia, chairman of the dem- 
' ,ocratic congressional committee A num- 
ber of speeches were made arraigning the 
majority in congress and in support of a 
strong democratic declaration. Represen- 
tative -Richardson, of Tennessee, the 
democratic floor leader, was am ing the 
@peakers, and at the close wf his speech 
the resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously.

RECOVERY OF THE KING 
REGARDED AS PROBABL

When the Good News Became Known 
the Crowds in Front of the Pal- 


ace Broke Into Cheers—Dan- 
ger Almost Past, 


Say Physicians.

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London, June 28.—King Edward’s 
improvement was maintained at 1 
o’clock this morning. 


London, June 27.—“'It's the best yet.’ 
was the popular comment with which 
the bulletin posted at Buckingham palace 
at 11 o'clock tonight was gteeted. A 
small crowd waited before the palace un- 
til the bulletin was brought out, and 
when the good news became known there 
were cries of ‘‘Year! Hear!"’ and cheers. 
Lord Churchill, the acting lord chamber- 
lain, drove up to thé palace just as the 
bulletin was issued, and he expressed 
his keen pleasure at the doctors’ report of 
the king’s condition. 

After learning the contents of the bulle- 
tin the crowd at the palace quickly dis- 
persed and the rejoicing which was al- 
ready apparent in the crowded streets in- 
creased in keeping with the terms of the 
latest report. 

The 11 o'clock bulletin was as follows: 

“His majesty’s condition is in all 
respects satisfactory. The king has 
had a comfortable day and has made 


substantial improvement. 
“TREVES, 
“LAKING, 
“BARLOW.”’ 

The prince and princess of Wales dined 
at Buckingham palace tonight in company 
with several foreign royal personages. 
All the diners returned early to their 
homes. 

The unanimity among prominent physi- 
cians in expressing their opinions as to 
the cage of the king is quite remarkable. 
All the professional opinions gathered 
are distinctly favd@able and hopeful; the 
doctors regard the danger of peritonitis 
as now almost past and believe his maj- 
esty’s recovery to be entirely proba- 
ble. 

Liverpool was brilliantly ituminated to- 
night in recognition of the good news. 

The king of Denmark, who intended 
coming to London today, has been dis- 
suaded from so doing by Queen Alexan- 
dra, who telegraphed her father that 
King Edward is making good progress. 

Projects for -Testivities. 

The prospect of the king’s rapid re- 
covery has led to a revival of the 
projects for festivities. NM has practi- 
cally been decided that the Indian and 
colonial troops here shall be reviewed 
next Tuesday or Wednesday: by the 
prince and princess of Wales on the 
Horse Guards parade, Queen Alexandra 
attending to take the salute on behalf 
of the king, as she did recently at Alder- 
shot. This idea was warmly advocated 
by the colonlal premiers in London, and 
it has b®n-approved by Joseph Cham- 
berlain, colonial secretary. 

It is also Hkely that as soon as his 
majesty is pronounced to be out of dan- 
ger London will indulge in a general il- 
lumination. Very.few of the illumination 
devices in the city have been disturbed, 
their ownerr awaiting the decision of 
the prince of Wales in the matter. The 
prince has not yet ordered the removal 
ef the devices from Marlborough house. 

It is not impossible that the abandon- 
ment of the naval review set for June 28 
will be reconsidered in the interests of 
the colonial and Indian visitors, who 
are greatly disappointed at missing this 
sight. Other entertainments for the na- 
tion’s coionial and Indian guests are also 
being arranged. Thus, if there is no set- 
back in his majesty’s progress there will 
be a partial revival of the interrupted 
festivities. 

In spite of the arrangements made for 
closing the special United States em- 
bassy after Whitelaw Reid’s audience 
with the prince of Wales today, it has 
been Gecided that the flag shall remain 
flying tomorrow, owing to the receipt of 
an official intimation that Queen Alexan- 
dra will personally receive Mr, and Mrs. 
Reid at Buckingham palace on Satur- 
day. 

Hoboes Make Trouble. 

The provincial ‘hobos” in several 
minor towns, who were deprived of their 
expected feasts and the opportunity to 
‘‘maffick,”” indulged in angry demon- 
strations against the local authorities 
who had postponed public dinners and 
festivities. Smashing windows was the 
favorite form of protest. In some cases 
the ‘“‘Hooligans’’ lit the bonfires which 
had been prepared for the celebration of 
the coronation. The most serious dis- 
turbances occurred at Watford, 15 miles 
from London. During the early hours of 
this morning a mob overpowered the po- 
lice, wrecked several shops and set fire 
to a store owned by the chairman of the 
town council. A number of special con- 
stables were sworn in and the disturb- 
ance was quelled. 

The Daily Mail says that all King Ed- 
ward's functions_are working admirably. 
The drainage pipe has not yet been re- 
moved, says the paper, but the king’s 
general progress is very sure and steady. 
His diet already includes soup, fish and 
baked apples. It is probable that next 
week the number of daily bulletins will 
be diminished. 

“tt has been informally settled,” says 
the paper, “that as soon as it is safe to 
do so his majesty will be removed to 
Cowes and placed on board the royal 
yacht for his period of ‘convalesence.”’ 

Omission of Temperature.

RS. MOLLIE EADY DUNCAN 
M was. yesterday afternoon ac- 

quitted of the charge of murder- 
ing her husband, Policeman James M. 
Duncegw. and walked from the court house 
free. 

The verdict seemed to meet with popvlar 
approval and Mrs. Duncan was warmly 
congratulated by a large number of the 
spectators who had waited in the court 
room during the day anxjous to witness 
the result of this remarkable case. 

A similar scene to the sne presented 
after the rendering of the verdict was 
probably never before witnessed in the 
Fulton county court nouse. For more 
than half an hour Mrs. Duncan held a re- 
ception in Judge Candler’s office and was 
kept busy shaking hands and talking 
to those who crowded about her. She ap- 
peared supremely happy and accompanied 
each handshake and salutation with a 
pleasant smile. 


After leaving the court house, Mrs. 


Duncan returned dijrecfly to, the Tower, 


where she received the congratwattons 


of the officials and prisoners. 

"I must go back home—that is, I mean 
to the Tower, and tell my friends there 
goodby,’’ she remarked. “You know the 
Tower has been my home lately,” she 
added with a smile. 

During the informal reception, the mem- 
bers of the jury filed into the room and 
each one shook hands with Mrs. Dun- 
can. She was glad of this opportunity 
to thank the jury and expressed her heart- 
felt thanks for their action in liberating 
her. 

Mrs. Duncan's lawyers, Kontz & Austin, 
Goodwin, Anderson & Haliman and Colo- 
nel H. H. Dean, of Cartersville, were also 
congratulated for their work in the case. 
They have maintained from the first that 
Mrs. Duncan would be acquitted. 

Mrs. Duncan Wept in Court. 

The trial was begun yesterday morning 


| and the fury reached a verdict at 5:20 


o’clo¢k ‘yesterday afternoon. The jury 
was out one hour and forty minutes, hav- 
ing retired at 3:40 o'clock. 

When the second witness went on the 
stand yesteday morning Mrs. Duran 
broke down and began to weep and sop. 
It was immediately realized that a scene 
would be created and Attorney James 
W. Austin reque3Sted that the jury be 
sent out, which was done. 

Counsel for the defendant gathered 
about her and made efforts to quiet her. 
While one of the bystanders fanned Mrs. 
Duncan, she was handed a glass of cold 
water. As she raised the glass to her lips 
her hand trembled and shook so with ner- 
vousness that it was necessary for one 
of the attorneys to assist her. 

She was finally removed to the judge's 
chamber, where she remained until the 
reconvening of court after the dinner re- 
cess, counsel having waived her presen ce.

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FORTUNE AWAITS 
HIS RELATIVES 


Charles Hill, Believed To Be 
Georgia Veteran, Leaves 
Large Estate, 


HAD $2,000 ON HIS PERSON 
AND $142,000 IN BANK VAULT 


Money, Allin Cash, Was Turned 
Over to Public Administrator at 
Groton, S. Dak., Where He 
Died—Attorney Seeks 
Information, 


A letter has been received from an at- 
torney at Groton,S. Dak., by Adjutant Gen- 
eral J. W. Robertson asking for infor- 
mation relative to Charles Hill, a very 
wealthy old man, supposed to have en- 
listed in the confederate army from Geor- 
gi a,and who died in a hospital in a west- 
ern city in May last. 

The old gentleman went to the hospital 
from a hotel about three weeks before ‘his 
death. “It was supposed that he had no 
money. He was from 75 to 80 years old 
and from remarks made to the hospitai 
authorities it was gleaned that he was a 
confederate veteran, having enlisted from 
Georgta. It is also believed that he has 
spent some time in Australia. 

The old man claimed that he did not 
know a living relative. After his death 
it was discovered that he had %,000 in 
currency in his clothes. Further investi- 
gation disclosed a key to a safe deposit 
vault. Upon opening the vault $142,000 in 
lnited States bills and currency was 


found. 

For about five years previous to his 
death the old man boarded in a hotel at 
Groton, S. Dak. and it 1s believed tnat 
he went to that city upon his return from 
Australia. 

The money was turned over to the pub- 
Ife administrator, who is awaiting claims 
from heirs of the dead man. 

The old man was tall, well built and 
weighed about 17 pounds. He was gen- 
tlemanly in appearance. 

When asked about the matter yesterday 
by a Constitution reporter, Adjutant Gen- 
era] Robertson said: 

“It would be like looking for a needJe

The bill filed by Mrs. Rauck states that 
the petitioner, a widow and the mother 
of children, was married to the defendant 
by Rev. Anthony Bilkovsky at the min- 
ister’s home on June 16 last, and that 
two days subsequent to the ceremony she 
discovered: that her “husband’’ was a 
women. The Dill further declares that 
the defendant has confessed the decep- 
tion. 

The bf is filed against Lofta A. Saw- 
yer, or Lydia Lotta Sawyer, known as 
Herman G. Wood. 

Miss Sawyer is in seclusion, probably 
in the city. Before leaving the yolice sta- 
tion last night she said to the matron: 

‘“T want to thank you for your kind- 
ners to me while I was a prisoner. I am 
going to hide myself from all who might 
recognize me.”’

PROCLAMATION TQ SAY 
THAT PEACE EXISTS 


Under the Terms of the Proclamation 
All Political Prisoners Will Be 
Immediately Released and 
Allowed To Participate 
in Civil Gévernment. 


Washington, June 27.—At the meeting of 
the cabinet today the terms of an amnes- 
ty proclamation to the Filipinos, which, 
it is contemplated to issue on the 4th of 
July, were agreed The war de- 
partment for some time past has had un- 


upon. 


der consideration the draft of a procila 


mation and has found it necessary to 


make a number of changes in its text. 
in its modified state it was agreed to by 
the cabinet today, and Secretary Root 
will cable it to Acting Governor Wright 
for his inspection. If it meets the lat 
ter’s approval nothing will remain but 
for the president, if the Philippine civil 
government bill is a law on that day, 
as is now expected it will be, to issue on 
Independence day a formal proclamation 
setting forth terms of amnesty for all 
political offenders in the islands, Includ- 
ing Aguinaldo and those held at Guam. 


The proclamation is based on the gen- 
eral objects of the Philippine government 
bill, namely, to restore peace in the archi- 
pelago and substitute qa cévil for a mill- 
tary administration. That bill is now in 
conference, and the proclamation will not 
be issued until the Philippine government 


measure has been agreed upon by both 
houses, and the president has affixed his 
signature to it. The proclamation will 
declare that a state of neace now ex- 
ists in the Philippine islands, save in the 
perts. of the archipelego where the Min- 
danao or Pagan tribes are giving the 

United Statés a great amount of trou- 
ble, and will declare in effect that with 
the transfer of the government of the 
archipelago from a military to a civil 
status all those arrested and held for 
political offenses shall be restored to Mb- 
erty granted ful] amnesty and allowed to 
participate In the civil government that 
is to be inaugurated on the islands. 

While the proclamation is subject to 
changes in text, the’ general language of 
the document is pretty well mapped out. 
There was a general discussion today of 
the treatment that should be accorded to 
political prisoners of the Islands. There 
Is no intention, it is stated, to release 
those prisoners convicted of other than 
political offenses, the benefits of the am- 
nesty being Mmited to those in custody 
as a result of breaches of military law, 
leaving criminal offenders to the action 
of the proper authoritles under the com- 
ing civil government. The purpose is to 
demonstrate that motives of humanity 
and generosity dictate our course toward 
the Filipinos. When the tslands are turn- 
ed over to the civil authorities they will 
not be left without adequate military 
protection, as no more troops will be or- 
dered home for the present and every pre- 
caution will be taken for the military 
safeguarding of the islands under the 
new civil administration. 

The cabinet meeting was held in the 
president's temporary quarters on La- 
fayette square. It wns the first time 
in eighty-eight years that a regular ses- 
sion of the cabinet had been held owtside 
the white house. 


QEWEY BOLTS 
WHEN PUSHED — 
BY SENATORS. 


Hearing Before the Philippines 
Commitles Is Brought to 
an Abrupt End, 


DEWEY TAKES IS HAT 
AND LEAVES THE ROOM 


He Flatly Refuses To Answer Ques- 
tions Put to Him by Carmack 
and Patterson — Admiral 
Says He Believes Agui- 
naldo Is a Thief.

Washington, June 27.—(Special.}— 
Chafing under the sharp cross-examina- 
tlon to whith he had been put by Sen- 
ators Patterson and Carmack in the 
hearing before the senate Philippines 
committee, Admiral Dewey declined to 
reply to some of the final questions and 
brought the day's testimony fo a rather 
abrupt end. As this was almost coinci- 
dent with the hour at which the com- 
mittee hearing was to end, the admiral’s 
action was less pronounced than it 
would otherwise have seemed, but his 
dislike of the manner of his cross- 
questioning was apparent. 

The minority members of the commit- 
tee manifested an unpleasant tendency 
to contrast some of Admiral Dewey's 
testimony since he has béén on the tang” 
as an administration witness with hir 
utterances at Manila and his offictal ac- 
tions there. The special questions at 
which he took umbrage had reference 
to his declaration that Aguinaldo had 
gone to Manila for loot and money. Sen- 
ator Carmack construed this as meaning 
the Filipino chieftain was, In the eyes 
of the Américan admiral, little better 
than a thief. and he endeavored to. get 
an expression from the admiral as to 
how this comported with his action in 
backing Aguinaldo in raising an army 
to cooperate with the American forces. 
The admiral had manifested consider- 
able uneasiness under other similar ques- 
tions that had been asked him, and he 
did not want to reply. Just then the 
hour of 12 arrived and he jumped to his 
feet declaring that he was going. The 
members of the committee rose at the 
same time, as it was the hour to go to 
the senate chamber, and a scene was 
avoided, The admiral asked Chairman 
Lodge if he was to return tomorrow, and 
when told he would be expected he did 
not like it a bit, but said he would be 
there. 
Surrender of Manila. 

Admiral Dewey, replying to questions 
put by Senator Patterson, said that he 
had begun negotiations with the gov- 
ernor general of the Philippines, General 
Jaudenes, for the surrender of the city 
and the negotiations were conducted

The ad- 
miral sa.d he had informed General Mer- 
ritt of the proffer of General Jaudenes, 
but that he did not believe that Merritt 
had taken “much stock in it. I as- 
sured him that such was the case,” said 
the admiral, “but told him of the ar- 
rangement that beforé the surrender 
should take place I was to engage an 
outlying fort and. make the signal ac- 
cording to the international code, ‘Do 
you surrender?’ after which the Span- 
lards were to hoist’ the white flag on 
the southern bastion. I may say that I 
was the first to discover the flag, not- 
_ withstanding I had stationed fifty men 
to look out for it. It was a thick day, 
and'I chanced to be the first to discover 
it.” ‘He also said he had read the testi- 
mony .of General MacArthur, saying 
that he knew of no agreement of the 
kind mentioned, but that it had not been 
his (Dewey’s) business to communicate 
with ary one except the commanding of- 
ficer. 

Asked by Mr. Patterson to explain his 
‘gtatement that General Merritt had not 
accepted the report that the Spaniards 
had agreed to capitulate, Admiral Dewey 
said that was only his belief. ‘I don’t 
believe,” he said, ‘“‘that the general en- 
tirely trusted the Spanish authorities. 
Still, he did not.say so in so niany words. 
I may add that I have since learned 
that. some of the Spanish officers were 
tempted to fire at us, though they did 
not do so. Even: my own flag lieutenant 
did not accept their proffer as in the 
pest of faith. I knew, however, that 
they. would surrender, for I understood 
the straits they were in.”’ 


Public Doesn’t Know All. 


Replying to a question as to whether 
the agreement to surrender had been 
made public at the time of the attack 
upon Manila, Admiral Dewey said he 
thought not. ‘‘There are,” he said, “lots 
of things which are not communicated 
to the public.’’ 

Mr. Patterson sought to secure from 
Admira] Dewey an admission that Aguin- 
aldo had issued a proclamation of inde- 
pendence to the Filipinos about the time 
of the sinking of the Spanish squadron, 
but the admiral said he did not remember 
it, although it was possible that he 
might have done so. 

Mr. Patterson then read the paper for- 
warded by Consul General Pratt May 20, 
1898, in which the Philippine leaders said 
, that providence had opened the way for 
‘independence to the Filipinos and spoke 
of the Americans as their liberators. The 
“ admiral said, however, that he did not 
remember to have seen the paper, 
~had, he said, given Aguinaldo a printing 
press and probably he used this . press 
for getting out his proclamations. 

In reply to a question the admiral said 
that Consul Williams, who had been sta- 


/ -tloned at Manila, was an honest man, al- 


‘though perhaps quite enthusiastic. The 
admiral did not, however, remember to 
have promised to Aguinadlo his ‘cordial 
cooperation” as the consul had reported. 

Speaking of Aguinaldo’s loyalty, the 
witness said that he had become suspici- 
ous of that leader before his proclamu- 
tion of July 15. He said: “I began to 
suspect he was not loyal to us when he 
demurred to moving out of Cavite when 
our troops arrived.’’ 

“You mean that they were thinking 
more of their own independence than of 
ug?” 

“Yes.” 

Admiral Dewey also testified concern- 
ing the arms sent to Manila by Aguinal- 
do and Senator Dietrich askeq the ad- 
miral if “he did not believe that the 
arms were purchased with money previ- 
ously paid by Spain to secure peace and 
that it was his intention to use the 
money to foment another insurrection 
for the purpose of gain?’ 

The admiral's reply was: 

“Exactly so.”

Admiral Dewey said he had forwarded 
the proclamations of Aguinaldo to 
Washington without reading them. “The 
days and nights were not long enough 
for my work at that time,” said the ad- 
miiral.

“Sec. 4. That chapter 517 of the twenty- 
sixth United States statutes at large is 
hereby amended in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 

“Sec. 5. That the clerk of said court 
is authorized and permitted to pay out 
of the fees and emoluments of his office 
the necessary expenses incurred by him 
in transporting from his office in New 
Orleans, La., to Atlanta, Ga. and in 
transporting from Atlanta, Ga., to New 
Orleans, La., the records, books, papers, 
files, docket and supplies necessary for 
the use of the court at its terms to be 
held in Atlanta, Ga.; second, an allow- 
ance for actual expenses not exceeding

United States Treated Badly in Greene 
Gaynor Case, 


QUEER ACTIONS ARE NOTED 


Canadian Officials Who Ought To Be 
Prosecuting Greene and Gaynor 
Are Allied in Defending 
Them—Diplomacy To 
Be Resorted To. 


Washington: June 27.—Considerable 
surprise has been. expressed by promi- 
nent lawyers in this city with reference 
to the inaction of the Canadian authori- 
tiegs.in acting upon the application to ex- 
tradite Greene and Gaynor. The meth- 
ods resorted to by the friends of the 
prisoners to resist -their surrender to 
the courts of this country, it is said, 
have been unusual and extraordinary. 
After a hearing, an extradition com- 
missioner held them for extradition. A 
writ of habeas corpus was then sued 
out in Montreal befgre Justice Andrews, 
and after hearing was dismissed, the 
action of the extradition commissioner 
in the matter being sustained. A second 
writ of habeas corpus was immediately 
sued out before Judge Caron, of Quebec, 
and this application for the discharge 
of the prisoners is now pending. 

The attention of the attorney géneral 
has been called to the fact that some 
of the principal legal officials in Canada 
who would have to do with the prosecu- 
tion of the case are connected profes- 
sionally with the counsel representing 
the defendants, and a suggestion has 
been made to him that the delays in 
the case should be made the subject of a 
remonstrance to the Canadian authori- 
ties through diplomatic channels. At 
the department of justice no statement 
will be made concérning the matter ex- 
cept to say that the department does 
not believe the Canadian government 
will permit the unusual complications 
surrounding the case to cause it to Ig- 
nore its treaty obligation in the mat- 
ter.

Washington, June 27.—Quite unexpected- 
ly a sharp debate arose in the senate to- 
day on the question of Cuban reciprocity. 
Mr. Teller, of Colorado, at whose instance 
the senate committee on Cuban relations 
made its ‘investigation of the subject, 
delivered a spirited speech in opposition 
to ceciprocity with Cuba. He charged 
that the entire reciprocity propaganda 
had been backed by the American Sugar 
Refining Company and by Americans who 
were interested financially in Cugan sugar 
plantations. The purpose, he said, was to 
strike down an important agricultural 
industry of this country. He was willing 
to join in a general revision of the tariff 
to meet changed conditions, but unless 
the duties on iron and steel and other 
products were reduced together with 
those on sugar, in order that the arrange- 
ment might be equitable, the beet Sugar 
growers never would consent to a reduc- 
tion of their product. 

Teller on Cuba. 

Mr. Teller referred to the statements 
made of the distress of Cuba and to the 
statements that unless the United States 
should give relief to the island a revolu- 
tion would occur. Mr. Teller declared 
that the statements were untrue and taat 
there never had been any condition in 
the island which warranted the slate- 
ments. | 

He said the attempt at deception was 
made by those who were relying upon the 
well known desire of the American peopie 
to assist any other people who were in 
distress. 

“There is no distress in Cuba,’’ he de- 
dlared, “and my correspondence with the 
people of the island proves this. The 
American holders of sugar lands in Cuba 
and the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany are at the bottom of this effort to 
change our financial system with refer- 
ence to Cuba.’’

Report of Census Bureau on the Tex- 
tile Industry. 


GEORGIA HAS BEEN PASSED 


By the States of South and North 
Carolina~Up to 1880 Georgia 
Was Easily fhe Leader 
of the States of the 
South. 


— 


Washington, June 27:—The census bu- 
reau today issued a report on the com- 
bined textile industry ef the United 
States for 1900. The branches included 
in the industry follows: 

Cotton manufactures, Including cotton 
goods and cotton smal] wares; wool man- 
ufactures. including woolen goods, worst- 
ed goods, carpets and rugs, other than 
rag. felt goods and woo! hats; stik manu- 
factures, hosiery and knit goods, cord- 
age and twine; linen goods, jute goods 
and dyeing and finishing textiles. 

The census shows a capital of -$1,042,- 
997,577 invested in the 4,312 establishments 
reporting for the industry. The sum 
represents only the live capital utilized 
and the value of the lands, buildings, 
machinery, tools and implements. The 
value of the products is given at $931,- 
494,566, to produce whidh involved an out- 
lay of $23,289,162 for salaries of officials, 
clerks, etc.; $209,022,447 for wages; $63,- 
122,916 for miscellaneous expenses, and 
$521,345,200 for materials used, mill sup- 
plies, freight and fuel. The value now 
reported for hosiery and knit goods can- 
not be divided between cotton and wool; 
but if it be added.to the reported home 
production the total value of the tex- 
tiles consumed in the United States in 
1900 is $895,587,6581, and the percentage im- 
ported is only 9.18. 

The report says the census tables seem 
to .indicate that the United States in 
world in the manufacture of cotton, 
1900 was the leading country of the 
world in the manufacture of cotton, but 
quotes other authorities and adds: 

“Although the amcunt consumed by the 
countries of the European continent ex- 
ceeded that consumed in the United 
States, the consumption in the latter 
country greatly exceeded that of any 
one of the countries—France, Germany, 
Austria, Russia and others. 

“It is, however, universally known 
that Great Britain is far in the lead 
in the cotton manufacture. The fact 
is brought out in. the special report of 
the cotton industry that an immense 
proportion of the ‘spinning in the Umt- 
ed States is coarse or medium yarns, 
whereas, the average spinning on the 
other side of the Atlantic is much finer.” 

The report concludes: 

“The sudden springing of the southern 
states into prominence in the cotton 
industry is shown by the total increase 
of capital from $20,413,414 in 1880 to $62,- 
623,729 in 1890, and to $137,172,756 in 1900. 
Ten years ago and: also in 1880 Geor- 
gia was easily the leader in the south- 
ern. states, but it has now been sur- 
passed by both South Carolina and North 
Carolina, in each of which states the 
value. of- products was not much less 
than in the states of Maine and New 
Hampshire, where the industry has been 
established for a half century, and in the 
number of hands employed, both North 
Carolina .and South Carolina surpass 
both of these New England states. The 
growth in Alabama has been also very 
great, the amount of capital having al- 
most exactly qu@irupled in ten years.”

by the speaker as one of the house con- 
ferees on the Philippines government 
bill. The three democratic conferees are 
Senator Culberson, Mr. Jones, of Vir- 
ginja, and Mr. Maddox. They expect to 
take little part in shaping the bill as it 
will finally be agreed upon, as it is a Te 
publican measure and it is for the repub- 
licans to reconcile the differences that 
exist between the senate bill and the 
house bill. 

The principal points of difference be- 
tween the tWo bills are upon the coinage 
and the legislature questions. The sen- 
ate bill makes no change in the existing 
silver standard, merely providing for 
a distinctive Philippines silver currency 
to take the place of that now in exist- 
ence. The house bill, On the other hand, 
provides for putting the islands on 4 
gold basis. The senate Dill makes no 
provision for an island legislature, but 
there is such a provision in the house 
bill. Just on what basis these differences 
will be arranged has not been deter- 
mined. 

Just before Governor Taft left here 
for Rome he told me it was his under- 
standing, after talks with the repub- 
licans on the senate and house commit- 
tees, that there would be agreement by 
the acceptance of the senate coinage 
feature and of the legislature feature 
of the house bill. Senator Lodge then 
talked in the same strain. Since then, 
however, there seems to have been a 
change -of sentiment so far as the sen- 
ators are concerned. The republican 
leaders have been talking of dropping 
from the bill beth the coinage and the 
legislature features, leaving these to be 
passed upon in the future. Members of 
the house committee declare that this 
can only be done over their protest, 


There Was Hot Talk. 

Today a good deal of hot talk was iIn- 
dulged in on both sides. Senator Bev- 
eridge declared that the bill should fafl 
entirely rather than that the house pro- 
vision for a legislature should be ac- 
cepted. When this utterance was re- 
peated to republican members of the 
house, word was sent back to the senator 
from Indiana that Washington is a pret- 
ty good summer resort, after all, and 
that they would not be averse to a 
fight over this proposition. House re- 
puBlicans declare they cannot go before 
the country talking of their being in fa- 
vor of a greater measure of self-govern- 
ment for the Filipinos if they allow this 
provision to be stricken from the bill. 
They talk as if they are equally insistent 
upon their gold standard provision, and 
they are backed in this by all the com- 
mercial] interests in the istands. It is 
not believed, however, that this talk 
will materialize into such opposition as 
will prevent early adjournment. There 
are some republican members of the sen- 
ate committee who are willing to ac- 
cept the house provision for a legisla- 
ture, though all oppose the adoption of 
the gold standard for the islands at 
this time. The probabilities are that 
elfher the original understanding with 
Governor Taft will obtain, or that both 
the coinage and the legisfiture features 
will be dropped. It is said President 
Roosevelt is opposed to provision being 
made for an island legislature, and as 
the senate bill is recognized as largely 
the handiwork of Secretary Root, the in- 
dications are that the house republicans 
will have to back down. The bill was 
taken up by the conferees today and 
was considered by sections. Neither of 
the above mgntioned features were dis- 
cussed, most of the time being devoted 
to the differences over the land ques- 
tions, upon which there is considerable 
disagreement. 


Bill of Rights. 


The bill of rights as agreed to by the 
senate was accepted and a portion of 
the house provision added to it. There 
was a rearrangement of the senate court 
provisions, and the house provision 
granting appeals from the Insular eourts 
to the United States) supreme court only 
in cases involving $25,000 or more wae 
accepted. The conferees had only en- 
tered on the question of the disposal] of 
the public lands of the islands when an 
adjournment was taken. There is a dif- 
ference of opinign between the two 
houses as to the method of disposing of 
the lands, the house providing for their 
Sale and the senate only for the leasing 
of them when large acreages are in- 
volved, ,

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NEGROES ARE HELD 
AS PEONS IN GEORGIA 


So Bill Pledger Swore Before House Committee and 
Now the Democrats Denounce His Statement. 
Pledger’s Statement in Full. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, June 27.—(Special.)\—Has 
Georgia a system of peonage’? A citizen 
of Georgia has declared, in testimony 
before a committee of congress, that 
such a system does exist. [ts alleged 
workings he describes at some length, 
going into details upon this and other 
matters in a way that has prompted the 
minority of the committee 
the house to brand his statement as ‘“‘re- 
markable and slanderous.” 

The witness who thus testifies is W. 
A. Pledger, the well-known negro leader. 
Some time ago he was a member of a 
delegation which went before a subcom- 
mittee of the committee on labor to ad- 
yocate the passage of the pili introduced 
by a republican representative from 
Kentucky to create a ‘‘commission to in- 
quire into the condition of the coiored 
people.”” The republican majority of the 
committee, after hearings had been held, 
decided to rej@rt the bill favorably. The 
minority report against the bill—signed 
by Messrs. Talbert, Caldwell, Flood, Gil- 
bert and Ryan—has just been made pub- 
lic, and in that report Pledger’s state- 
ment is presented. 

Pledger’s Statement. 

This statement is contained in the fol- 

lowing extract from the testimony 


taken by a subcommittee: 


dger—I want simply ay 
soe “ar. Lawaon spoke of Georg)a, — ja

sar. Pledger—There is no legislation to force 
him. I was coming to that. He will . per- 
haps leave and go to Atlanta. He thinks 
there is protection there; the gvovernor is 
there, the supreme court is there, and the leg- 
{jslature meets there, and he could get pro- 
tection. He knows he does not owe the 
money, and he has no means of establishing 
the fact, since the judge and jury are made 
up of the neighbors of the landlord. Now, 
when he first gets to Atlanta a justice of 
the peace, perhaps the overseer in this black- 
belt community, issues a warrant for misde- 
meanor and they take him back. I know of 
one instance, not very far from the line of 
South Carolina, where a man was accused ,of 
stealing a spoon, which is a misdemeanor in 
my state, and he had to go to jail, providing 
he did not settle up with the landlord. Under 
our law you can settle for a misdemeanor, 
but not for a felony. He agreed rather than 
to go to jail to stay and work the next year. 
You can find instances in at least twenty-five 
or thirty communities tn the state of Georgia, 
and in proportion on the banks of the Savannah 
river and on the South Carolina side. They 
have it in Alabama and Mississippi and Flor- 
ida. 

We have a regular peonage system, which 
is a violation of the thirteenth amendment 
to the constitution, I believe. And I believe 
in appointing this commission the investiga- 
tion should reach out into this system so as 
to prepare yourselves to an amend of the 
peonage state and give the federal court juris- 
diction, which the state sovereignty judges 
claim they have not had. The federal judges 
on the bench remand them to the state courts. 
Frequently you will find the judge of the 
superior court in my state has a farm, and 
you cannot expect that judge to take agnan on a 
writ of habeas corpus out of his servile con- 
dition; and, then, there is another thing that 
I would suggest: In regard to lynchings, 
there are instances—I am making this state- 
ment and I alone am responsible for it~ 
where the fellow is lynched and they have 
never stated even the crime. simply hinted at 
it. You will find instances of men who have 
been lynched simply that their crops might 
rever* to the landlord. You will find instances 
of that kind in nearly any black belt tn the 
states south. 

Now, this coming in of a large number of 
colored people to the cities is that they get 
nothing in the country, and take it for granted 
that it 4s as well to live on wind in town, 
where they are not subject to these lynchings, 
as it is to live in the country and get nothe 
ing. That is virtually all I have to say. 


Was Stricken Ont. 

“Pledger’s statemenrt,”” says the mil- 
nority report, ‘“‘did not please the sub- 
committee and was stricken from the 
hearing from the subcommittee § sub- 
mitted to the full committee, 
doubtless because it disclosed too 
palpably the rea] object of the projectors

The statement 
is presented here, the minority explains, 
to show the animus which controls some 
of the advocates of the proposed com- 


mission. 


With regard to the merits of the bill, 
the minority report takes'strong ground 
against the creation of unnecessary 
commissions in general and against this 
bill in particular because it makes no 
provision for a nonpartisan commission, 
if one is to be created. It is pointed out 
that the work of inquiring into the edu- 
cational, moral and industrial develop- 
ment of the negro race is now being car- 
ried on by at least three ‘bureaus of the 
government—the census, the bureau of 
education and the bureau of labor. 

“We see no r@ason,” say the gentle- 
men who sign the minority report, “why 
a special commission should be created 
to investigate the genera} condition of 
the negro race any more than that such 
commission should be created for the 
Purpose of investigating the condition 
of every other race of people who are 
citizens of this republic. We can con- 
ceive of no reason why the negryu race 
should not stand on the same footing 
with the other races of people who make 
up our heterogeneous population. The 
negro race can never reach its full de- 
velopment until it is permitted by the 
government to work out its destiny as do 
the other races with, which it comes in 
contact. Nothing tends to retard “the 
development of the manhood and inde- 
pendence of this race as much as the 
fact that its members consider them- 
Selves the wards of the nation; nothing 
tends to widen the breach between the 
negro and the Anglo-Saxon races as 
much as the continual threat of inter- 
ference in these questions by the fed- 
eral government. With this view of it, 
even if the purpose of the commission 
were conservative, as its advocates claim 
it to be, it would do great harm te the 
negro race in that section of the coun- 
try where they are congregated in great- 
est numbers.’’ 


It Is Crumpackerism. 

The members of the minority then 
charge that this bill is an attempt to 
cover the inquiry contained in the Crum- 
packer resolution, 

“From the hearings upon this bill,’’ 
they say, ‘it is difficult to resist the con- 
clusion that the real object of the bill 
is not set forth in its title or its text, 
but there is a purpose to cover the in- 
quiry contained in the Crumpacker reso- 
lution. 

“We submit that there is no inquiry 
called for in house resolution introduced 
by Mr. Crumpacker which could not be 
made under this bill, and our belief is 
that this commission would spend more 
of its time making the investigations 
which Mr. Crumpacker desired to impose 
on a committee of this house than it 
would investigating any other’ subject 
which it might consider under the broad 
terms of this bill. 

“The bill directs the commission ‘to 
make a comprehensive investigation into 
the condition of the people of the negro 
race of the United States.’ What con- 
ceivable subject is there relating to the 
negro, political, social or industrial, which 
this commission is not hereby authorized 
to investigate; and in the language of 
Mr. Bartholdt, of the subcommittee: 

“*If the commission should find in its 
investigation that the political rights of 
the colored men are curtailed or abridged, 
they certainly cannot close their eyes to 


the fact and would be bound to report 


upon it.’ 
Not Advantageous to Negroes. 

“Again, the commission is required to 
report the best means of promoting har- 
mony between the races of the United 
States. From the standpoint of the advo- 
cates of the résolution and the partisan 
friends of this bill, from whose ranks 
in all probability this commission would 
be selected, there is no better means of 
promoting harmony between the races of 
the United States than by turning over 
to the domination of the negroes the gov- 
ernment of every county, city and state 
in the United States in which they are 
numerically in the majority. 

“It is thus seen that this commission 
wil] have as broad powers to investigate 
and inquire into the validity of the elec- 
tion laws of the several states, and the 


RIDDLED SALOON 


WITH BULLETS 


American Soldiers Avenge an 
Allack on a Comrade 


Finding Pancoast Wounded Near a 
Virginia Saloon, the Soldiers 
Riddled It—Patrol from Fort 
Myer Is Sent To Guard 
the Town. 


Washington June 27.—A mounted patrol 
from the army post at Fort Myer last 
night guarded the village of Rosslyn, a 
little hamlet contaling many saloons lo- 
cated on the Virginia side of the Po- 
tomac river opposite West Washington. 

Wednesday night there was trouble be- 
tween Saloon Keeper Geary, who runs a 
dance pavilion adjoining his place at 
Rosslyn, and some soldiers from Fort 
Myer, who were refused admittance. 
Harry C. Pancoast, a private in the ar- 
tillery, remained behind after his com- 
panions had left and subsequently was 
found with three bullet wounds in his 
back. Still alive, but is dangerously hurt. 

Some of his fellow soldiers, incensed at 
his shooting, proceeded to Geary’s sa- 
loon and riddled it with bullets, its in- 
mates fleeing and escaping injury, save 
that one of them suffered a slight flesh 
wound. The army officers at the post are 
investigating the occurrence. and have 
taken measures to prevent’ further 
trouble.

All that the doctors insist upon is that 
he shall not be worried by matters re- 
quiring careful weighing. 

The government officials expect pos- 
sibly within a week to fix the approxi- 
mate date of the coronation, which will 
probably occur early in the autumn. 

King Remains Recumbent.

“The king remains racumbent. He 
takes with comfort the nourishment ap- 
propriate to his condition and _ keeps 
bright and cheerful in spite of the irk- 
someness of his enforced inactivity. Some 
of his medical advisers are always in 
attendance. There is happily good rea- 
son for hoping that his majesty will 
make a complete and speedy recovery.”

TIGHTLY ORAW 


Kt Indications of Back Down 


in the Coal Regions 


Strikers Show No Signs of Yielding, 
and the Opertors Are Also in 
Defiant Mood—Some Believe 
Thai the Strike Will 
Be Settled. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 27.—Tomorrow. 


b will end the seventh week of the great 


anthracite coal miners’ strike. The lines 
remain tightly drawn and neither side 
shows the slightest disposition to weak- 
en. Excepting President Mitchell's offer 
to arbitrate, there has been no position 
advanced by either ofthe parties to the 
controversy since the strike began, and 
the prediction that the struggle will be 
one to a finish still holds godd. That @ 
settlement of the strike may be reached 
without both sides fighting to the bitter 
end igs by no means an impossibifity. 
Waile no information can be had on the 
matter, it is stil] believed here that some 
outside party is going over the situation 
with a view of finding a way to bring 
the miners and operators togeti®r. It is 
not unlikely that the report of Labor 
Commissioner Carroll D. Wright to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt may suggest some way 
that may lead to a settlement. The pub- 
lication of the report is eagerly awaited 
by the strikers. 

There was a slight disturbance at the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre company’s Stan- 
ton colliery at South Wilkesbarre today, 
caused by ffteen Polanders who are 
strikers, attempting to assault two men 
who were going to work. Six of them 
were arrested and held in bail for thei‘ 
appearance in court. 

Since the publication of his statement 
last Monday, President Mitchell has given 
out no information on either the anthra- 
cite or the West Virginia strike. 

It is asserted at headquarters that the 
whole question of involving the soft coal 
miners in the anthracite strike is still 
an open one 

Injunctions by Wholesale. 

Charleston, W. Va., June 27.—Federal 
Judge Keller today granted five injunc- 
tions, all of which named Joe Crisco, 
Paul Defach, ‘“‘Mother’” Jones and Mike 
Miller, of Pennsylvania: W. B. Wilson, 
of Indiana, and Chris Evans, of Ohio, as 
defendants. The complainants in the sults 
were the Collins Colliery Company, Whip- 
ple Colliery Company, the MacDonald 
Colliery Company, Sugar Creek Coal and 
Coke Company and the White Oak Fuel 
Company. The court’s order was signed 
in Philadelphia. The injunctions cover 
the New river field. f 

A notice was posted at Winifrede today 
reciting that the emplovees of the com- 
pany had been given ten days’ notice of a 
request for an advance of a quarter of a 
cent a bushel on pick coal. A propor- 
tionate advance on machine work and 
day laborers was asked. The company 
decided to allow the demands, providing 
a sufficient number of men shail return 
to work to operate the mines, the advance 
to continue until other mines in the Kan- 
awha district shall resume operation, and 
then Winifrede is to pay the rate paid 
by other splint coal mines. One hun- 
dred men returned to work at Winifrede 
today and more are expected tomorrow. 

Operators Are Doing Work. 

Roanoke, Va., June 27.—For the first 
time since the strike was declared by 
the soft coal miners in the Pocahontas 
Flat Top flelds on June 7 the reports re- 
ceived at the general offices of the Nor- 
folk ard Western Railway Company show 
that every operator in those fields its 
doing some work. There was an in- 
crease in yesterday's ou@ut of nearly 
one hundred cars over that of the pre- 
vious day, when 400 cars were loaded. 
It is expected that in the nefghborhgod 
of 500 cars will be mined tcday. There 
has been a gradua] return of men to work 
for the past three days, and there are 
now very few idle men in the flelds, all 
of those on strike having gone to their 
homes in other sections of the country. 
There is no Intimation today that thers 
are n@ any marching bands in the fields, 
and no trouble of any kind has been men- 
tioned by the operators in their reports to 
neadquarters, 


DECISION IN RICE WILL CASE. 


Surrogate Fitzgerald Says the Signa- 
ture of Rice Is Not Genuine. 
New York, June 27.—Surrogate Frank 
T. Fitzgerald this afternoon handed down 
his formal decisfon and decree in the 
litigatiom over the two alleged wills 
of the murdered millionaire, William M. 
Rice, admitting to probate the will of 
September 26, 1896, under which the Rice 
institute, of Houston, Tex., Is the resid- 
uary legatee, and denying probate to the 
alleged will of June 30, 1990, commonly 
known as “the Patriek will,’” under which 
Albert T. Patrick was the residuary leg- 

atee. 

The surrogate holds that Rice did not, 
on June 30, 1900, or at any other time, 
sign the instrument dated June 30, 1900, 
and that the signature of William M. 
Rice was not genuine.

New York. June 27.—A warrant has 
been placed in the hands of the sheriff 
of Southampton, L. IL. for the arrest of 
Louls Disbrow in connection with the 
recent drowning of Clarence Foster and 
Miss Lawrence at Good Ground, L, I. 

The warrant was issued on circumstan- 
tial evidence, the nature of which the 
authorities refuse to make public at this 
time.

TO THE WAGES OF WORKERS 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 27.—The largest 
voluntary increase ever known in the 
wages of 100,000 men has been decided 
upon by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. They will receive an advance of 10 
per cent, which will increase the annual 
pay roll of the steel corporation by $4,000,- 
000. The advance applies to union as well 
as non-union men. Strictly speaking, the 


advance applies to non-tonnage men of | 


every constituent company of the corpo- 
ration. This decision has just been reach- 
ed by the executive committee of the 
United States Steel Corporation after cone 
ferences with the highest officials of the 
underlying concerns, The first men to 
profit by the increase were these of the 
Carnegie Steel Company.

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JUDGE. JAMES B. HEAD IS DEAD. 


EMINENT ALABAMAN DIES AT 
BIRMINGHAM. 


Was Several Years on the State Su- 
preme Bench, and Was a 
Hard Worker. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Judge James B. Head died at his resi- 
dence on South Highlands last night 
about 12 o’clock. He had: been in poor 
health for several years and for the past 
two years had not been able to attend to 
his businesa., 

Judge Head was a self-made man in thé 
true sense of the saying. He received a 
common school education in Greene coun- 
ty and by diligence worked his way up 
in the legal profession to the supreme 
bench of this estate. He volunteered at 
the age of 17 years, in 1864, and served 
as private to the end of the war. Judge 
Head removed to Birmingham in 1888 and 
for a year was associated with Captain 
Ww. C. Ward, the firm being the counsel 
for the Elyton Land Company. In 1889 
he devoted himself day and night to his 
duties with the purpose of clearing the 
docket. In this he succeeded, but at a 
great personal sacrifice, for his health de- 
elined while he was on the bench. 

With the hope of restoring his health 
by a change in his work, Judge Head be- 
came a candidate for justice of the su- 
preme court; was nominated by the dem- 
ocratic state convention and elected in 
August, 1892. He threw himself into the 
work of the court with unrestrained en- 
ergy, and as a result his health was 
further impaired, and for almost @ year 
he was unable to do any work. He then 
went to Johns Hopkins hospital and the 
treatment there healed him. Returning 
to his duties as justice of the supreme 
court, he applied himself with such earn- 
estness that within two years he had done 
the work of four years. His health was 
wrecked by it, however, and at the ex- 
piration of his term of office he declined 
to become a candidate for reelection. 

Alabama has lost a great lawyer and 
a good man. The funeral services will 
be conducted tomorrow from St. Marys 
church on the Highlands, of which 
church he was a consistent member.

Washington, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—

ORDERS THE MONEY TO BE PAID 


Interest on Public Lands for Benefit 
of College. 

Jackson, Miss., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Judge Robert Powell has issued a man- 
damus in favor of the board of trustees 
of the Industrial institute and college, di- 
recting Auditor Cole to pay the interest 
on the fund derived from the sale of col- 
lege lands donated to the college by act 
of congress. 

At its last session the legislature failed 
to pass a special act authorizing the au- 
ditor to issue his pay warrant for the 
interest on the college land sale fund, and 
Auditor Cole declines the issuance upun 
thie ground. The board of trustees, oa 
the other hand, contends that under the 
terms of the original grant the interest 
can be paid without a special legislative 
act. A hearing of the mandamus has 
been set for the 4th of August. 

This is the second time within the past 
three years the college has had to resort 
to the courts to sécure its support fund, 
and on the previous occasion it was 
necessary to borrow money until the next 
session of the legislature made good its 
appropriation. 

Mississippi will send a large delegation 
to the meeting of the Southern Educa- 
tional Association which assembles at 
Lookout mountain next week. A good- 
sized party will leave Jackson Monday 
night, headed by State Superintendent H. 
L. Whitfield and Professor E. L. Bailey, 
superintendent of the Jackson schools.

Wants a Longer Term. 

Jackson, Miss., June 27.—(Special.)—

the country schools of Mississippi, and 
hopes to accomplish good work to this 
end during the summer vacation season. 
He has just issued a stirring address to 
the people of the state urging their seri- 
ous consideration of the subject, and 
during the summer he will personally 
visit the boards of supervisors and point 
out the necessity of improving the rural 
schools.

SPEAKING TO THE TEACHERS | CMITH INSPECTS. ‘ 


SUMMER SCHOOL AT KNOXVILLE 
VERY INTERESTING. 


Dr. Harris Completes His Lectures. 
‘ Large Attendance Daily—Yes- 
terday’s Exercises. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Dr. W. T. Harris, the United States com- 
missioner of education, has completed hig 
series of lectures before the Summer 
School of the South. Dr. C. Hart Mer- 
riam gave his last lecture last night. The 
lecturer now before the school, who is 
perhaps best known throughout the south 
of any of those who have spoken so 
far, is Dr. Charles D. McIver, president 
of the North Carolina Normal college. 
Dr. McIver was heard by fully 1,000 
teachers and others when he spoke in the 
auditorium yesterday morning. He is a 
practical educator and his talks will, in 
the main, be directed along lines that are 
most practical for teachers and school 
officials. 

Dr. Merriam’s last lecture, last night, 
was on the subject, “The Desert Region 
of North America.’’ It was illustrated 
with stereopticon views. His talks were 
especially valuable from a_e geological 
standpoint.

IS PLEASED WITH THE ROAD 


Connection Will Probably Be Made 
Which Will Benefit the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern 
by Giving It More 
Business. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Milton H. Smith has been elected presi- 
dent of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern railroad, succeeding Henry K. 
McHarg, who recently sold the road to 
the Louisville and Nashville. J. H. Ellis, 
of Louisville, secretary of the Louisville 
and Nashville, was elected assistant sec- 
retary of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern, 

Mr. Smith has just returned from an 
official tour of inspection over the new 
acquisition of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. He was very much pleased with 
the road’s condition, and it is understood 
he at once entered into conference with 
General Manager John B. Newton as to 
the detailed improvements that may be 
necessary to perfect the plan of giving 
the Louisville and Nashville a direct short 
line from Louisville and Cincinnati to the 
southeast by way of Knoxville.

The logical result of: class legisla- 
tion, of tariff and trust specialism, is 
the usurpation of power and the sup- 
pression of the will and the rights of 
the people.

The relief from these evils 
of oligarchy and robbery is in the re- 
turn of state and national govern- 
ments to the principles and practices 
of true American democracy. 


To Try the Treaty Route. 

It is strongly intimated from Wash- 
ington that President Roosevelt has 
“got his dander up” on the Cuban 
business and intends now to negotiate 
a treaty with Cuba and fire it in on 
the senate before it can escape. He 
feels that he is too deeply committed 
to the relief of Cuban conditions to 
take water in the face of his past 
utterances and a factional opposition 
by members of his own party. 

Most of the republican state conven- 


tions, even in the beet root district, 


have but recently indorsed his policy 
and emphatically declared for Cuban 
reciprocity. Hence he thinks the par- 
ty at large is with him and against 
the beet root senators and represen- 
tatives. So believing he thinks it his 
duty to put them to the cross and 
make them recant and retreat, or set- 
tle their individual insurgency with 
their constituents. 

Considering the general make-up of 
Theodore Roosevelt, it is difficult to 
imagine him dodging this issue. If he 
does dodge it, his reputation for per- 
tinacity and unpartisan patriotism 
will be undone. If he throws down 
the gauntlet and fights for his view 
of national honor and party duty, we 
must believe he will win, for we think 
it fair to say that the country at 
large believes Cuba should have relief 
and that it must not be denied at the 
demand of the sugar rings and trusts. 
But if Roosevelt should renig, the 
fight he ought now to make will be 
made in the campaign by the demo- 
crats and will be won by the verdict 
of the honest American people. 
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Educational Enthusiasm. 

The south is punctuated all over at 
this season with educational meet- 
ings, conventions of teachers, insti- 
tutes, chautauquas and summer nor- 
mals, where thousands of our teach- 
ers are assembled and eagerly pur- 
suing studies in the great art to 
which they are devoted. The reports 
indicate that exceptional enthusiasm 
is manifest among these educators 
and that valuable knowledge and in- 
spirations are being absorbed by 
them from erudite and progressive 
lecturers. 

That sort of enthusiasm, well di- 
rected, cannot but confer great bene- 
fits upon the educational work of the 
south. Most of the teachers are en- 
gaged in primary instruction and are 
the products of the homes of the peo- 
ple who have felt the first fervor for 
popular instruction and trained the 
first fruits of the family for that 
work. These young people carry 
back from their summer schools and 
conventions the best thoughts and 
zeal for the best methods that are 
given them from the most competent 
authorities. And thus the public mind 
of the south is being yearly better 
informed and more earnestly affected 
for widespread and practical popular 
education. 

In due time the results will appear 
in legislation, our schools will be ex- 
tended and perfected ungrudgingly 
and the repulsive blot of abnormal! il- 
literacy will be forever erased from 
the records of southern citizenship. 
The Constitution rejoices in the pros- 
pect to that result opened up by the 
labors and enthusiasm of all these 
southern educational assemblies. 


Posfponing the Coronation. 

While no one will think of blaming 
King Edward for the serious turn 
which affairs have taken in London 
during the past week, it will prove 
little short of disastrous to thousands 
of loyal British subjects that the 
coronation was prevented by the ill- 
ness of the king from taking place at 
Westminster at the time fixed for 
the ceremony. 

Along the line of march mapped out 
for the royal procession from Buck- 
ingham palace to Westminster hun- 
dreds of provisional observatories 
were built by enterprising speculators 
for the purpose of supplying seats to 
parties anxious to witness the bril- 
liant pageant. In addition to the erec- 
tion of these structures many private 
buildings aiong the route were leased 
with the same object in view; and 
thousands of dollars have; no doubt 
been expended in this way for which 
there will be no financial return.

in large stocks of goods, expecting to 
pay for them out of the cash receipts 
brought in by the increased volume 
of business. But the prospects’ have 
failed to materialize and when the 
time comes for them to meet the 
obligations which they have shoulder- 
ed many of them will be forced to the 
wall. We merely cite these instances 
as typical of the financial loss en- 
tailed upon thousands of British sub- 
jects by the unfortunate event of the 
king’s illness happening just on the 
eve of the jubilee for which such elab- 
orate preparations have been made. 
Apart from the mere feeling of disap- 
pointment occasioned by the failure 
of King Edward to be crowned, there 
is hardly an important British inter- 
est of any kind which will not suffer 
materially on account of the post- 
ponement. 

Even if King Edward recovers from 
his present serious malady several 


weeks must elapse before he can be } 


crowned and probably it may be 
thought best to eliminate the spec- 
tacular features; but even if the orig-, 
inal programme is carried out, much 
of the keen edge of the demonstra- 
tion will be Iost. 


The Luck of the Edwards. 

Since the postponement of the coré 
nation many superstitions in regard 
to King Edward have been aired in 
the public prints and all of them have 
sought to make it appear that the 
sovereign was not destined to be 
crowned at Westminster, but accord- 
ing to the latest reports from Buck- 
ingham palace King Edward may be 
crowned yet. Everything indicates 
that the royal patient is doing as 
well as could be expected under the 
circumstances and that no immediate 
cause for apprehension exists. 

As soon as the king is pronounced 
out of danger by the court physicians 
it ts likely that another date for the 
coronation will be set. But while 
waiting for the king to recover we 
may find it diverting to note the 
mishaps which have fallen to the line 
of the Edwards, each of whom, it 
seems, has been the victim of ad- 
verse fortunes. Edward I reigned for 
thirty-five years, but his peace of 
mind was constantly disturbed by 
foreign wars and he finally died while 
on his way to Scotland to subdue an 
insurrection. Edward II became in- 
volved in serious trouble with his 
barons and after being deposed from 
his kingly office by parliament he was 
murdered in Berkeley castle. Edward 
III lost all of his continental posses- 
sions to Charles V of France and his 
reign was marked by three separate 
outbreaks of the plague. Edward IV 
succeeded to the throne while the 
War of the Roses was in progress and 
he enjoyed little peace of mind during 
his reign of twenty-two years. Ed- 
ward V was murdered in the tower by 
his Uncle Richard, the duke of Glou- 
cester, before he had been on the 
throne three months. Edward VI was 
unfortunate from the beginning tothe 
end of his reign and when he died 
there followed an unhappy dispute as 
to who should be his successor. We 
have made this running review, not 
for the purpose of casting prophetic 
shadows upon the reign of Edward 
VII, but merely for the purpose of 
showing that his unfortunate illness 
is in keeping with the luck which has 
always followed the Edwards. 

Even if the king lives to formally 
assume the crown at Westminster, he 
may not find himself proof against 
further calamity, and one evil may 
follow close upon the heels of an- 
other; but without carrying the rec- 
ord any further, the circumstances 
surrounding the illness of the king 
are most unhappy in themselves and 
ought to purchase for the king ex- 


emption from any further trouble.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Wishes To Return Silver Cup. 

Thirty-seven years ago a boy of 20, in Sher- 
man’s army, appropriated while on @ foraging 
expedition a handsome sifver cup. He is now 
anxious to return it to the rightful owner or 
his heirs and writes The Constitution to as- 
sist in the search. 

The holder of the relic states that while his 
official duties consisted in impressing for the 
use of his command horses and mules in the 
country through which the army passed, he 


Tealizes now that silver cups were not indis- 


pensable items of the regulation army sup- 
plies, and as a little trinket did not then 
find its way into the regular channel, he 
wishes to return the souvenir to the rightful 
owner, and magnanimously agrees to remit 
bis charge for services ag custodian during 
the time it has been in his keeping. The cup 
has been carefully preserved and is as good 
today as when taken. 

The letter is from W. F. Jenkins, who is now 
& prominent nurseryman of Arcadia, Nebr. In 
1865 he was @ corporal in company I, One 
Hundred and Fifth Illinots regiment, First 
brigade. He writes as follows: 

Editor Constitution: I have a silver cup 
which I “‘swiped’’ in South Carolina when a 
soldier om the march to the sea. I was one 
of Sherman’s bummers, a boy only 20 years 
old. I was at the headquarters of Gen. Harrison, 
who wags my brigade commander. It was 
my duty to secure ell the horses, mules and 
necessary supplies I could for our command, 
but I assure you it was not a military neces- 
sity to confiscate silver cups, but that ie only 
the natural results of army training for young 
men and boys. 

I am sure this cup would be a valued relic 
to the family now. I cannot remember what 
part of South Carolina it came from, but I 
recall that there was a large family of chil- 
dren, and I should say they were of the 
middie class. The cup was made in Charles- 
ton, S. C., and is stamped with the maker's 
name and 925-!000 Eng.

A Sociological Problem. 


Editor Constitution: At a meeting of the 
Sociological Society of Georgia, held recently 
in Atlanta, there followed the reading of @ 
paper by Mr. Wilmer on the race question, a 
most interesting and full discussion; there was 
much that was helpful and instructive, as 
well as some things which indicated euperficia! 
knowledge. 

One of the younger speakers, giancing at the 
audience composed largely of women, said in 
effect: ‘You are not willing to teach ne- 
groes!’’ This was the substance if not his 
words. It would be impossible to frame an 
indictment less in harmony with the facts. 
Since that fatal day in 1620, when a cargo of 
Africans was landed upon Virginia soil, south- 
ern women have, with unselfish devotion, 
taught negroes, and the race owes much to 
their earnest effort. Like charity, it has 
rever failed; one tas only to study and ob- 
serve to realize the truth of my assertion. 

A few years since the question was asked 
in one of our daily papers, ‘Should ladies 
teach in negro kindergarten schools?’ The 
reply was, ‘‘Yes,’’ and the practice prevailed. 
Some twelve years ago I was assigned to duty 
in a northern city, my wife was with me. 
We boarded at a large family hotel. We real- 
ized the great difference of opinion existing 
om all questions bearing upon southern social 
life, but were able at times to iJlumine a dark 
page, and we found many friends, even though 
we agreed not together in all matters. The 
women inmates of the hotel, being of the leis- 
ure class, formed an ‘‘industrial school,’’ 
composed of girls of different -ages, the chil- 
dren of the mill workers. These were taught 
the little details of home-making and house- 
keeping. Of course madame joined as an ac- 
tive worker, teacher, and oft learner. One 
day one of the ladies who guided and con- 
trolled the work said to madame, ‘‘We have 
from twenty-five to thirty little negro girls: 
these are in a class by themselves, the others 
objecting to associating with them; also, we 
find it difficult to get a teacher for them; we 
thought you as a southern woman would 
not object!’’ The reply was, ‘‘Of course not; 
I have taught them all my life.’’ So the 
work was cheerfully undertaken, and pro- 
ceeded without friction. Once in Yazoo City 
Miss., I was standing in a store. Near me 
was a fine type of the old-time negro. Soon 
the proprietor entered. He greeted me cor- 
dially, and turning to the old man said, ‘‘Get 
out; we want no niggers here.’’ It shocked 
me as if he had struck a blew! It turned out 
that he was an officer tn a negro federal reg- 
iment, one of the advanced guard which has 
restored the union; but the old negro failed 
to recognize his ‘patron and friend! 

They do not understand and will not! Is 
the race gaining or losing? Somewhere the 
answer is made, but who is wise enough to 
read it? 

Fof this, and for much else, we must wait, 
and hope.

SEVERE RAIN STORM IN TBXAS 


Wind at Galveston and Dallas Was 
Very High. 


DROUGHT IN STATE BROKEN. 


But Rains Came Too Late To Do Any 
Good to Corn—Cotton, Though, 
Will Be Benefited. 


Galveston, Tex., June 37.—_The wind and 
rain storm which struck Galveston last” 
night continued with tncreased intensity 
until late this afternoon. The wind held 
steady from the southeast and reached a 
velocity of 65 miles an hour in one or two 
guste during the early portion of this 
morning. The tide was not dangerously 
high, being but 2 feet above normal, but 
the storm, Which originated in the west 
gulf and passed infand with its center 130 
miles west of Galveston, made itself feit 
on the island. Tonight the wind is blow- 
ing 30 miles an hour, but the weather 
bureau states that it will veer to the west 
by morning and produce clear weather for 
Saturday. The only damage reported in 
Galveston was the burning out of fifteen 
motor cars by the water getting into the 
electric machine. 

Dallas, Tex., June 27.—The long drought 
prevailing in Texas was quite generally 
relieved today. Heavy rains are reported 
from Dallas gouth to the gulf, and many 
sections north, east and west have re- 
ceived portione of the downpour. The 
com crop is said to be beyond redemp- 
tion, but cotton will be saved. 

At Houston a high wind and heavy rain 
fell throughout the day. Trees were up- 
rooted and car traffic suspended in a por- 
tion of the city, but no serious damage 
is reported. 

At Grand Saline the gale was very 
strong and the water broke over the river 
banks. No great damage is reported from 
there. 

Blew a Train from the Track. 

Houston, Tex., June 27.—It is reported 
héfe tonight that a wind of tornado pro- 
portin developed near Rosenberg and 
blew a Southern Pacific freight train 
from the track, wrecking it and injur- 
ing three or four men.

RUSH’S TRIAL IS ON TODAY. 


Charged with Complicity in Shortage 
of Mississippi’s Treasury. 

Jackson, Miss., June 27.—(Special.)—A 
legal fight full of sensations and surprises 
is promised for tomorrow when the case 
of Phi] A. Rush, indicted for complicity 
in the state treasury shortage, amount- 
ing to $107,000, is called for trial. The 
ablest legal] talent in the state is en- 
gaged in the trial and the prisoner, who 
is one of the state’s most prominent capl- 
talists and bankers, is defended by the 
brilliant criminal attorneys, R. N. Mul- 
ler and Bdward Mayes. 

A good portion of today’s session of the 
court was devoted to the preliminary 
bickerings of the attorneys and a lengthy 
demurter to the indictment, hwich charges 
both embezzlement and larceny, was filed. 
The grounds set up being chiefly technl- 
cal, the grand jury has thus far failed 
to indict ex-Treasurer Stowers for com- 
plicity in the shortage, aithough Governor 
Longino was summoned before the jury 
this morning and gave the evidence on 
which the previous indictment was 
brought and which has recently been 
found to be faulty. Mr. Stowers was 
forced to resign the office of state treas- 
urer, and it is the general belief that he 
was in no way involved in the affair, 
The trial ts attracting keen interest 
throughout the state. When the Rusn 
case is disposed of Captain F. T. Ral- 
ford, former cashier of the treasury, and 
J. J. Armistead, a prominent banker of 
Memphis, will be tried on the double 
charge of embezzlement and larceny.

FOR NEW HOSPITAL 


Doors ef Tabernacle Infirmary Will Be 
Opened July 3. 


MISSION OF THE INFIRMARY 


A Training School for Nurses Will 
Be Opened—Up-to-Date Hospital 
Furniture Has Been Placed 
in the Wards. 


The doors of the new home of the 
Tabernacie infirmary, at 42 Spring street, 
will be opened to the public July 3, when 
a reception will be given by the board 
of lady managers. 

The Tabernacle infirmary has leased 
the property at 42 Spring street and had 
it remodeled so as to meet the demands 
of the enlarged undertaking. For nearly 
two years the institution has been lo- 
cated on the road to the federal prison 
just outside the city limits. 

The managers have now come into the 
city and enlarged their scope of opera- 
tions to include a well regulated hospital. 
Up-to-date hospital furniture has been 
placed in the building and accommoda- 
tion for twenty-five or thirty patients is 
afforded. There is a well-organized board 
of physicians. The medical staff is made 
up of Dr. R. R. Kime, president of staff; 
Dr. J. Dawkins Cromer, chairman execu- 
tive committee; Dr. E. C. Davis, chair- 
man of committee on nursing; Dr. James 
N. Brawner, Dr. H. R. Donaldson, Dr. W. 
Monroe Smith; doctors for eye, ear and 
throat, Dr. J. M. Crawford, Dr. A. E. 
Wheeler; dentists, Dr. Joe Broughton, 
Dr. William Crenshaw. 

The plan of the institution Is to stil] be 
a wayside station for helpless women. 
those’ of this class, however, are re- 
quired during their stay in the institution 
to do the menial service for both the sick 
and dormitory departments. This wii 
prevent them from feeling that they are 
accepting charity and at the same time 
save the institution big expense. Ihe in- 
firmary proper will embrace both a pay 
and charity department. A leading fea- 
ture of the new arrangement will be the 
equipped maternity ward. The manage- 
ment feels the serious lack of such facuili- 
ties in the city. 

Perhaps the most striking feature, 
especially for the south, is the arrange- 
ments that are made for district nursing 
in the city among the poor. The medical 
staff will give regular lectures to the 
class of nurses—as many as desire the 
training whether in the infirmary or not. 
From time to time they will be assigned 
work in the -nfirmary anu ..

Interesting Testimony Is Glyen in 
Building and Loan Hearing, 


BANKERS ON WITNESS STAND 


They Valued the Services of the At- 
lanta National’s Receivers All 
the Way from $8,000 to 
$12,000—The Receivers 
Wanted $18,000. 


When the hearing as to the question of 
receivers’ and attorneys’ fees in the case 
of the Atlanta National Building and 
Loan Assoclation wag resumed yesterday 
before Special Master Ben H. Hill, sev- 
eral witnesses were introduced by W. P. 
Hill, attorney for the stockholders, to 
Show that the fees demanded by the re- 
ceivers are excessive. 

The witnesses introduced yesterday 
were some of the leading bankers of the 
city, among them being J. K. Ottley, 
Charles E. Currier, W. S. Witham, E. H. 
Thornton and J. A. McCord. 

Mr. Ottley testified that he thought 5 
per cent was reasonable and just amount 
to be paid the receivers. 

Mr. Witham said that he thought the 
amount to be paid should be determined, 
to some extent, by the earning capacity 
of those employed to wind up the busi- 
ness, and he asked as to the earning ca- 
pacity of the receivers. When told who 
the receivers were, that one was a young 
attorney who had given all his time to 
the winding up of the affairs of the com- 
pany and the other was the president of 
the Atlanta National bank, who had acted 
in the capacity of advising receiver, he 
said that he thought a just recompense to 
them for gervices rendered would be 
about $8,000. 

W. A. Wimbish, attorney for the re- 
ceivers, in his cross-examination asked 
Mr. Witham if he would have been will- 
ing to wind up the affairs for that 
amount. Mr, Witham replied that his 
business cares were such that he would 
not have taken the job for any amount. 
When asked as to the amount of salary 
he was receiving as president of his 
banks he repHed that it was between 
$15,000 and $29,000. 

Mr. Thornton testified that he thought 
a just and reasonable amount for the 
receivers’ services would be $10,000 or 
$12,000. His salary as president of the 
Neal Loan and Banking Company is 
$3,000. 

Mr. McCord thought that the recelvers 
should receive $10,800. His salary as cash- 
ier of the Third national bank was, He 
said, $300 per month. 

The hearing in the case will be con- 
tinued this morning.

PIN IN CEORCI 


Louis B, Magid Will Start the In- 
dusty on Large Scale 


He Has Purchased a Large Tract of 
Land at Tallulah Falls, and 
Will Establish a Colony 
of Italians from Pied- 
mont Region.

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Louis B. Magid, of New York city, 
who for many years has been interested 
in silk culture and the manufacture of 
ailk, js in Atlanta for the purpose of per- 
fecting plans to lay the foundation for 
silk culture on a large scale in this state. 

Mr. Magid, who !s a native of Ger- 
many and who has traveled extensively 
in all the silk producing countries of the 
world, has hit upon Georgia as the séc- 
tion best adapted for silk culture. He 
owns 1,500 acres of land in the vicinity of 
Tallulah Falls, and it is on this land 
that he proposes to make his infTial ex- 
periments. He proposes to divide the 
land up into small farms of 25 acres each 
and to have these farms tilled by expert 
Itallar farmers from the Piedmont fe- 
gion of Italy, the principal silk growing 
country of the world. He will] also erect 
@ Small mill at the falls for the manufac- 
ture of silk and will do everything to 
create an interest in this important in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Magid called on Governor Candler 
yesterday and was given every encour- 
agement in the furtherance of his 
project. He expects to have his colony 
at work in a short time. 

An Ideal State. 

In speaking of silk culture and the ad- 
vantages Georgia offers, Mr. Magid 
said: 

“Georgia was the first state in this 
country to take an interest in silk cul- 
ture. That was years before the revolu- 
tlonary war when the experiment was 
first tried. Silk worms thrived in this 
country and the industry would have 
grown to large proportions but for the 
fact that there were no mills for the 
manufacture of the rough product. It 
had to be shipped abroad and manufac- 
tured there. Later the war broke out 
and the industry died out. The raising 
of cotton occupfed the attention of peo- 
ple to the exclusion of all other things, 
and it was not long before the stlk worm 
was forgotten. 

“The people of the United States have 
but a vague notion of what silk culture 
means Or of what a vast industry it 
really is. The total yearly output of the 
world is 35,000,000 pounds. Of this the 
United States uses 12,000,000 pounds, or 
more than one-third of the total. In 
money this means that the United States 
Spends every year for silk about $107, - 
000,000. Of the 75,000,000 people in this 
country everybody uses silk in some 
form, if but a necktie or a ribbon for the 
hair; and yet, with a climate and all the 
conditions ripe for the raising of raw 
silk, the output is practically nil. 

“The silk worm, as you know, lives on 
the mulberry tree. Mulberry trees thrive 
in this climate, and, in fact, are regard- 
ed more in the light of a nuisance than 
anything else. In the north they do not 
0 so well, and the fact that many of 
them died in 1839 put a stop to the silk 
culture of the north. In this part of the 
country—Georgia, the Carolinas, Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas—the conditions are admira- 
ble, and I mean to demonstrate that the 
people of the south can turn this indus- 
try to the most profitable account. But 
I mean that Georgia shall set the pace, 
and that this state will lead all others 
in the union. As soon as the Georgia 
farmer sees that the Italian immigrant 
can raise silk to advantage, he will be 
quick to discover that he, too, can do It. 
When the industry gets a good fogthold 
it will be only a question of time when 
mills will spring up in all directions. 

“TIT intend to make my home at Tallu- 
lah Falls and devote my best energies to 
arousing an interest in the silk worm.”

PAID WOMEN 


DUE TO LACK OF TRAINING 


¢€yAM perfectly willing to see the busi- 
| nes woman rec. ‘ve the pay she de- 
serves for her wesk, and I think it 
the greatest injustice to discriminate 
against her in the matter of wages be- 
cause she is a woman,”’ said a well-known 
business man recently as he frowned 
over a type written manuscript that had 
been handed to him by a young woman 
typewriter. 

“But I will tell you that I believe the 
fact that work has been made so easy 
for woman is rendering her careless and 
that she is rushing into business without 
being prepared for it. 

“As long as this continues she may ex- 
pect that her labor will not be well paid 
for and that to command the salary of 
the man she must cope with him in ac- 
curacy of detail and exactness. 

“A great many women these days be- 
lieve that after a few months’ course in 
a business college and the careless ma- 
nipulation of a typtwriter that they have 
a right to demand their own salary. 

“They can never hope to do this until 
their work is raised to the standard 
where it cannot be questioned or criti- 
cised.”’ 

What this gentleman says is only too 
true and the men who try to underpay 
women workers are so few that time its 
wasted in reference to them. 

The fact that there are so many busi- 
ness women who are achieving financial 
succeSg as stenographers and typewriters 
proves that woman’s high standard work 
is paid for and that there never was any- 
thing truer said than that “there is 
plenty of room at the top.”

There is plenty of room for novices, 
too, provided they are willing to ac- 
knowledge themselves ag such and ac- 
cept the price their work merits. 

Woman can no longer claim that she is 
crowded out of any branch of business 
when she can prove her ability. Now that 
she has gained a footing, it remains with 
her to stand firm and to maintain 
through high standard work the place 
that is rightfully hers. Uniess she acts 
upon this principle she may expect poor 
pay and little encouragement. 

Another criticism one hears so often 
passed upon the woman worker is her 
apparent carelessness about time. 

“Will it do if I finish this work by 6 
o’clock?”’ she will ask the man employer, 
instead of: “I will do this work at once 
and send it to you.”’ If women expect to 
work they must remember this is the 
age of moment and that tn no branch of 
work is there the man or woman who 
can afford to wait. 

‘“‘Work must not be made the incident of 
their lives if they find they have to do 
it, but everything else must be an inci- 
dent to it and the work must come first. 
It must be taken seriously and taken 
at the right time. 

Women naturally are possessed of more 
of the social spirit than are men, and 
for that reason their career in the busi- 
ness world will be the harder. They 
must learn as men do that “time is 
money,’’ and that their office hours are 
not their own, but belong to the man or. 
woman or corporation paying for them. 

So hard and crude and even impolite 
as it may seem, the business woman must 
learn to say, “What can I do for you, 
my time is limited?’ or “‘I expected you 
at 10; you didn’t come; now I am busy

Decided Yesterday It Would Sub- 
mit the Document To 
That Body, 


NEW CHARTER MAY FIRST 
BE VOTED ON BY PEOPLE 


An Important Section Adopted Yes- 
terday Provides That the City . 
Shall Pay the Expenses of 
Erimaries — Body To 
Meet Again Today. 


The charter revision committee has at 
last decided to send a full copy of its 
work to the city council and so declared 
in a resolution adopted yesterday after- 


noon. 

The resolution came at the end of & 
lengthy session on yesterday and was in- 
troduced by Fulton Colville. It simply 
stated in reply to a request from the honore 
able mayor and general cMincil that the 
charter committee should complete its 
work and as soon as that was done @4 
copy of the new charter be filed with tne 
clerk of the council. 

The resolution does not say what the 
charter committee will do in case the 
eouncil should alter the new charter as 
presented to it, and the supposition is 
that in case the council should turn any 
Or all of it down, the cnarter committee 
still reserves the right to present it to 
the legislature and ask that it be passed. 

In case there should be a difference of 
opinion between the council and tne char- 
ter committee, which seems highly prob- 
able, in regard to certain sections, it 
would then become a question of which 
body had the best right to speak for the 
people in the matter. 

May Submit It to the People. 

There is, however, a plan on foot among 
members of the charter committee 48 
well as the members of the council to 
have the people decide the matter by @ 
popular vote on the new charter and in 
that case those sections of it that were 
adopted by a popular vote would be the 
only ones presented to the legislature. 

One prominent member of the charter 
committee stated yesterday that he would 
probably introduce before the committee 
today a resolution asking that the charter 
be submitted to the people. This, if done, 
might settle the squabble that is sure to 
arise between the two bodies. 

The charter committee is making @ 
strong effort to complete its work by the 
first of the month and with that end in 
view it will be in session all day today. 
At the cofidlision of the meeting yester- 
day, Chairman Hillyer announced that 
all of the chapters had been completed 
with the exception of that on franchises 
and one or two matters of minor im- 
portance. The committee on harmony 
was instructed to put into proper shape 
all of the new provisions adopted and to 
get the entire matter ready to turn over 
to council or to present to the legislature 
or to be voted on by the people as the 
case may be, at once, 

The chapter on franchises will be taken 
up today and the committee hopes that 
by tonight its work will be complete, 

New Section on Primaries. 

At the session yesterday afternoon a 
great deal of new business was transact- 
ed and several important matters finally 
settled. The most important matter acted 
on yesterday was the adoption of a sec- 
tion regarding primaries. This section is 
one full of new ideas for Atlamta and one 
that may give better and purer elections. 
It provides that the expenses of the city 
primary shall be paid out of the treas- 
ury of the city instead of the pockets of 
the candidates. It was proposed also for 
the city ¢o allow each eandidate $5 for the 
expense of making his announcement, 
but this provision was stricken out by a 
vote of the commitéee, 

Another tmportant provision of the 
chapter is that every citizen who desires 
to become a candidate in any city pri- 
mary shall present to the clerk of coun- 
cil a petition signed by 100 qualified reg- 
istered voters stating that they will vote 
for and support him and want his name 
put on the ticket. Such candidate must 
also pay into the treasury of the city 
the sum of $10 just to show that he makes 
his announcement in good faith. 

The passage of the following section 
will, it is believed by the committee,

She Makes a Statement. 

A Constitution reporter secured a state- 
ment from Mrs. Duncan shortly after the 
rendition of the verdict. She said: 

“1 certainly feel gratefu] for this ver- 
dict and am proud to be free again, so 
i can be with.my children. 1 nave been 
confident al] along of acquittal and am 
happy that my expectation has Leen real- 
(ized. I want to express my deep and 
hearfelt appreciation and thanks for the 
many kindnesses that have been shown 
me during my trouble and for the sym- 
patny of the peop’z. I also want to ex- 
press my gratitude to the officials at the 
Tower for the kind and Sympathetic 
manner in which they have treated me.” 

“I have been very il] today, and at 
times was hardly conscious of what was 
passing around me. I feel much better 
now, though. I hardly know what to say, 
but you just say anything nice as com- 
ing from me and it will be all right.’’ 

Mrs. Duncan stated that she will] reside 
with her _ brother, Colonel Thomas J. 
Eady, at 43 West Harris street. 

“Atlanta is my home and I will remain 
= said she, 

Jolone] Eady was present during the 
trial and occupied a seat next to his sis- 
ter while she was in the court room. 
Claude Duncan, her stepson, was also 
present. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Duncan's 
two small children were brought to the 
court house, and after the conclusion of 
the trial she pointed them out, with a 
mother’s pride, to the jury and her 
friends.

Plea of Self-Defense. 


Mrs. Duncan went to trial on the plea 
of self-defense. The state proved the 
killing, but failed to rebut the self-de- 
fense plea. Mrs. Duncan made no denial 
of having done the shooting. 

Mrs. Duncan made her statement to the 
jury, but the defense introduced no testi- 
mony. Only one speech was made, that 
by Judge James A. Anderson for the de- 
fense. At its conclusion Solicitor Hill 
stated that the jury remembered the evi- 
dence and that he would submit the case 
without argument. The defense had the 
concluding argument and this would have 
been made by Attorney Austin had not 
the solicitor failed to speak. 

After the state’s evidence was in the 
defense made a motion for the court to 
direct a verdict, but the motion was over.

She related different 
features of her married life with Dun- 
can and stated that he had frequently 
abused her and threatened her life. 

She said that on one occasion he threat- 
ened to cut her throat and opening a 
razor waved it at her. 

She stated that for two or three days 
before the killing her husband had been 
drinking. 

In describing the tragedy, Mrs. Dun- 
can said: 

“On Friday night Mr. Duncan was 
drinking. I knew he would have to go 
on duty that night and told him not 
to take another drink. He said, ‘I will 
have it,’ and pushed me aside against 
a chair. 

“Claude was in the room and told Mr. 
Duncan that was no way to treat his 
wife. “What the h—1l have you got to 
do with it,’ said he, and struck him. 
He then seized Claude and began chok- 
ing him, saying that he would kill us 
all. Claude was gasping for breath 
and Mr. Duncan started to pul] his pis- 
tol. I realized that I] must do some- 
thing to protect myself and to protect 
Claude. I saw a pistol in his pocket 
and taking it with both hands, I fired 
before I had time to think. I then ran 
from the room crying. I would not have 
done what I did for anything, but I had 
to do it.’’ 


Said She Did Not Love Him.

A break in the Texas drought and better 
crop reports from the south Atlantic states 
were the factors which started the selling 
movement. The government map gave quite 
general rains in Texas. August sold at 8.34 
on the call, and then dropped rapidly to 
6.22, from which there was a rally to 8.2& 
followed later by a drop to 8.20. The room 
was bearish and supporting orders were 
gcarce. The New Orleans market was weak 
end irréguiar, and the south sold here quite 
freely.

It shows a decrease for the week ust close 
of 94,494 bales, against a oun Q 73.- 
997 last year and a decrease of 147,009 the 
year before. 

The total visible is 2,564,259, against 2.- 
658.753 last week, 2,874,099 last year and 
1,864,119 year before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton is 
1.707.259, against 1,750,753 last week, |,- 
794,099 last year and |,264,|1!9 the year be- 
fore, and of all other kinds, including Egypt, 
Brazil, India, etc., 857,000, against 908,00U 
last week, 1,080,000 last year and 600.000 
year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
94.494 bales, a decrease compared with last 
year of 309,840 bales and an increase com- 
pared with year before last of 700,140. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton, as 
above. there is now afloat and held in Great 
Britain and Centinental Europe 1,556,600.

New York, June 27.—Cotton futures in the 
local market today opened easier in tone with 
first prices 3 points higher 7 points lower, 
and before the session was Very old, developed 
a decidedly weak tendency under hurried sell- 
ing of big blocks of long cotton and an ap- 
preciable degree of bear pressure. The break 
forced the near options down quite substan- 
tially, while other deliveries declined in sym- 
pathy and proportionately.

The tone 
of the cotton market during the day has been 
decidedly easy and heavy liquidation has tak- 
en place both in the present crop and next 
crop months, and the market closed tonight at 
about the lowest prices reached.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 27.—Today’s stock market 
fell into profound neglect. Except«for the 
trading in two or three stocks, which were 
eelected by the supporters of the market for 
their stiffening effect, there was almost noth- 
ing doing. St. Paul was again the leader, and 
there was a spurt in Illinois Central during 
the day, which had no news to explain y. Mis- 
souri Pacific continued in good demand, but 
its rise did not extend to a point at any 
time.

CENTRAL’S VALUATIONS LOW. 


Comptroller General Thinks the Rail- 
road Is Overa Million Dollars 
Short in Tax Returns. 

Comptroller General William A. Wright 
is dissatisfied with the tax returns of the 
Central of Georgia railroad, which he 
maintains are $1,160,000 less than they 
should be. In the event of the comptroller 
general and the raigroad being unable to 
agree about the matter it will be left to 
arbitration. 

The valuations with which the comp- 
troller general is unsaWsfied are those on 
the Macon division from, Atlanta to Ma- 
con; the Savannah division, from Savan- 
nah to Macon, and the Americus divi- 
sion. The returns for the Savannah and 
Macon divisions show valuations of $13,000 
per mile, and the attorney general 
thinks this item should be abut $16,000 
per mile. The values of mileage on the 
other divisions have been returned propor- 
tionatély. low according to the ideas of the 
attorney general. 

The Central has also returned the 
values of its engines at $3,000 each and 
the attorney general believes that they 
are worth about $4,000. 

If the matter is not settled soon the 
comptroller general will appoint an arbi- 
ttator for the state to meet with one for 
t railroad. '
